T the last five yvears there has bean an
agitation fer the restoration of the
carrying trade of Phlladelphia jand altendy
the movement Is displaving signs of bearing
fruit. It I8 o problem that will only be
polved By the years to come, whether the
port aver will regaln ite proud place ns thé
foremost in the United States,

The othor day wo conslderad the caunsen
that led to the Night of the American flag
from the seas during the period of the Clvil
War, and now wo might take a glince at
the wlleged reasons why Philadeiphin, In
1520 the lending port of this country, should
surrender her place on the list,

U'R recent agitation wae anticipated as

for buck as the mlddle of the lnst cons-
tury. Great espectations from the comple-
tion of the Pennsyivanin Rollrond were coms
mon, It wit Delleved the trane- Alleghenion
lne would pave the way for this incroase of
commerce amnd attempts were made to in-
terest capltnl in the establishment of new
steamehip lines between Phlindelphin and
Lilverpool aml Landon,

planation of our less of trade,  His chler
reason was whit he ealled the prevalence of
“Hip Van Winklelem" here, .

“Now York,” he wrate to Job K. Tyson,
who was sending letters to the newspapoers
In hig enthusiastic attempt o arouss In-
terest in the plun, “Is awiake to it all. Most
wigely has she Kept awike ever gihece De Witt
Cliton, the  Livingstons and  Gouverneur
Morris planned her first great canal, which
others ralled at ax vislonary, Hoston (s
awnke. Al mankind are awake, A new
existence has beon sprung upon the world.
We sleep on—sleep on—sleep on, content,
delighted, at being the second Ameriean elty
wfter having long been the firsl, and when
we could have become the first again, bes
cuuse nature and geography have written It
down,

"We quletly and complacently turn awny
from that deerce.  London §s 60 miles or
more from the sea, and for a thousand years
had fourfold the diflicultios of navigation in
reaching it through the Thumes that Phila-
delphin  had ever had in Leing  reached
through the Delnware, The worst thought
of all s that we shall, in the end, find our-
selves in o worse plave than to be only the
Eecond city, If we go to sloep; since to be
falling back, relatively, in this age of prog-
ress, is, In effect, to sink."

HE man who warned Prosident Monroe

of the workings of the Europenn allinnce
that caused the enuncintion of the now his-
toric Monroe Doctrine did not mince maotters
when calling his fellow townsmen to account
for thelr wenkness,

In the course of the same movement, Wil-
liam Peter, the British Consul here. who had
heen approached on the subject with the ldea
of having him Interest Britlgh capital in
steamship lines, wrote much the sume thing,
but, of course, tempered his pen o little, He
put down the advance of New York to “su-
perior pluck and energy.” “While Pennsyl-
vania has placed her chief rollance on legis-
latlon,” he added, “New York has placed
hitre on self-exertion,'”

This taking account of stock could not have
heen very agreeiahle to the Philndelphilang of
18540, but the course of treatment did them n

Islature hod prevented banking caplial
from being more than one-fourth what
it was In Now York, and that although the
Bank of the United States was located in
Philadelphia it “did not render such accome--
maodntions to the business community here
